One topic of discussion at New 
Bockton's Monday night council 
meeting was the fire truck recently 
purchased by the city's fire depart- 
ment. 

New Brockton Volunteer Fireman 
Amold Woodham was on hand, 
along with the pumper, to answer 
any questions the councilmen had 
concerning the department's new 
piece of equipment. 

Woodham told the councilmen 
that the 1977 GMC was equipped 
with a front mounted pump capable 
of pumping 1,000 G.P.M. Although 
the truck is not yet fully equipped, ‘it 
can be used as a back-up pumper to 
the fire truck presently in operation. 
The truck is expected to be in full 
operation in the very near future. 

According to Woodham, the only 
problem with the "new truck” is a 
small leak in one of the pump's seals. 
The leak will be fixed by the firm 
that sold the truck to the New Brock- 
ton Fire Department. 

The councilmen stated that they 
were pleased about having the added 
protection that the additional fire 


truck would provide to the town of 
New Brockton. 

After the meeting was adjourned, 
councilmen went outside and gave 
the fire truck the once-over. 

In other matters, Mayor Jim Dris- 
kell informed the council that the to- 
tal cost to the city for a "cost-of- 
living raise" for all city employees 
would be approximately $4,000.00 
for the year. 

The effective date for the raise is 
to be January 1, 1991. The percent- 
age used for obtaining the figure, ac- 
cording to the mayor, was 5.4%. 

Driskell told councilmen that,this 
figure could be more or less once the 
government's "official" —_cost-of- 
living percentage is known. That is 
the percentage used by New Brock- 
ton in giving its employees a cost-of- 
living raise. 

"We need to take action on this 
matter before one January," said 
Driskell. "The quicker the better so 
she (the city clerk) can set-up her 
bookkeeping and get it in the com- 
puter and get it ready to go...” 

Councilmen were told that the 
renovation work on city hall should 
be completed by the weekend. They 
voted to install carpet in the offices 
and council chambers with runners,

Ino youth shot in 
hunting accident

At approximately 4:30 p.m. last 
Saturday aftemoon, the Opp Police 
Department radioed the Coffee 
County jail that a gunshot victim 
was being treated at the Mizell Me- 
morial Hospital in Opp. It had been 
determined by authorities at the hos- 
pital that the shooting had occured in 
Coffee County. 

Coffee County Deputy Jack Hub- 
bert was immediately dispatched to 
Opp where he discovered that Jamie 
Hattaway, a 14 year old Ino boy, had 
been shot with a 12 ga. shotgun load- 
ed with small shot. 

Reportedly, the youth and his 
grandfather, James M. (Pete) Hatia- 
way, age 71, had gone squirrel! hunt- 
ing just off County Road 25 in the 
Ino Community near the Pea River. 
According to authorities investigat- 
ing the incident, the two had gotten 
separated from each other and the 
youth was shot while approaching 
his grandfather. 

The grandfather shot at what he 
thought was a squirrel in the brush, 
but it turned out to be his grandson. 

Jamie received several wounds 
from the shot. He was reportedly 
struck in the right upper arm and el- 
bow, near the right eye, and also, 
shot penetrated the chest area lodg- 
ing in and near the lungs and heart. 

The youth was treated at Mizell 
Memorial and later transferred to 
Flowers Hospital in Dothan where 
he underwent emergency surgery 
Saturday night. 

He is in the Surgery MIC (Medi- 
cal Intensive Care) Unit at Flowers 
where he is reported to be in guarded 
condition. 

Sheriff Brice Paul stated that the 
shooting appeared to be accidental 
and no charges were filed in the inci- 
dent. 


Due to the nature of the accident, 
the sheriff's department notified the 
local State of Alabama Game War- 
dens of the shooting. 

Parents of Janiic arc Rev. James 
and Elaine Hattaway of the Ino 
Community. At the time of the 
shooting, they were reportedly in 
Greece where Mr. Hattaway is un- 
dergoing treatment for Cancer. 
(EDITOR"S NOTE: According to 
reports from Flowers Hospital 
Monday morning, Jamie has been 
moved from ICU into a private 
and his condition is reportedly im- 
proving.)

Coffee County voters were in 
tune with voters statewide Tuesday 
as they went to the polls to elect pub- 
lic officials. A majority of county 
voters voted with the apparent state- 
wide winners in every race! 

Coffee County returns were made 
official shortly after 10 p.m. Tues- 
day night. 

Governor Guy Hunt won a sec 
ond term over Democrat challenger 
Paul Hubbert and Coffee County 
voted 5249 for Hubbert while cast- 
ing 5852 for Hunt. 

Lt Govemor Jim Folsom Jr. won 
re-election over Bob McKee. Coffee 
County said Folsom by a vote of 
7,335 to 3,173 

U. S. Senator Howell Heflin won

Scotty may have done some things in his life to upset a few, but dosen't 
everyone, He was after all only human and had his own faults. 

He is gone now, and with due respect to him. It is time to stop! 


Dear Editor: 

Reports have appeared in your 
newspaper recently about an unfortu- 
nate incident involving a Coffee 
County employee who has been 
charged with embezzling monies 
from the county's general fund. As I 
understand the situation, she has 
been released on $20,000 bond, and 
an extensive audit of all county de- 
partments in underway. Although I 
don't live in Coffee County now, it 
has long been "home" to me and five 
generations of my family, and I 
make a constant effort to stay with 
its events. 

I honestly believe that one of the 
most unfortunate effects of this en- 
tire incident is that the county is not 
out just one employee (who has ac- 
knowledged her guilt), but it's out 
two employees, Sgt. W. R. "Buddy" 
Ammons, husband of the accused, 
has been employed with the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Office for about six 
years, and has never given anything 
less than his "all" to that job. I un- 
derstand that, at this time, he has 
been temporarily suspended of his 
Chief Deputy position as a result of 
"policy" and/or "procedure," but 
speculation suggests that he may 
never fully return to that job, This 
would be unfortunate - not only for 
him, but even more so for the 
county. 

You have to understand from 
what perspective I view this out- 
standing law officer: Although I first 
met Sgt. Ammons five years ago 
while touring the Elba courthouse 
during Industrial Day, my first "real" 
contact with him occurred three 
years ago. He and other law enforce- 
ment personnel met me in the emer- 
gency room of the Elba General 
Hospital. They were the first contact 
I had with civilization after I escaped 
two days of being held captive and 
raped by a man that kidnapped me at 
gunpoint from the Elba post office. 
To many of them, I was a piece of 
evidence, but Buddy realized and re- 
spected that I was a "real" person. 
During the ensuing investigation and 
prosecution crisis-counseling or vic- 
tim-assistance resources available to 
us, but Buddy filled that void. He 
never once was too busy for us - day 
or night, he would answer our calls 
and our questions, and reassure me 
that the system would work. And 
now this legal/political system may 
end up working against an innocent 
man who believes in it. 

I honestly feel that Buddy was the 
greatest contributing factor to taking 
off the streets of Elba and locking 
this man up. He was also the greatest 
factor in my recovery, At the time, I 


was a 20-year old college student 
whose life was shattered. Since then, 
I have done a 180° turn: I finished 
my degree and now work in Mont- 
gomery while volunteering as a 
trained rape counselor and being 
very active in the victims-rights 
movement. 

I still have many friends and fam- 
ily members in Coffee County, and 
I'd like to think that such an excep- 
tional law officer would be available 
to them should they ever need him. 
in my recent work in the field of 
criminal justice and victims rights, I 
aave had the opportunity to meet 
many law enforcement officers 
across the state, but I have yet to 
find another the caliber of Buddy 
Ammons, who consistently goes 
above the call of duty. 

Sgt. Ammons has appeared at 
various seminars and workshops 
over the years focusing on fighting 
drug abuse.,And in the recent past, 
he has worked in cooperation with 
Covington, Pike, Dale and_ other 
nearby counties in their fight against 
crime. In March, when floodwaters 
inundated the city of Elba, he was 
constantly at the disposal of. the citi- 
zens, 

The Alabama Bureau of Investi- 
gation has stated that Sgt. Ammons 
is not a suspect in the embezzlement, 
yet he has been suspended. Buddy 
Ammons is a rare breed among law 
enforcement officers, and law- 
abiding residents of Coffee County 
should eagerly await his return to the 
Sheriff's Department. Coffee County 
need Buddy Ammons,

Seventh Grade Class Receives Letters From Saudia Arabia 


Thirty-six students in Sylvia Pad- 
gett's seventh grade study skills class 
sent letters of support and curiosity 
to Fort Rucker's 2nd battalion of the 
229th Attack Helicopter Regiment, 
known as the Flying Tigers presently 
stationed in Saudia Arabia, 

The letter-writing campaign 
served a two-fold purpose. It served 
to Iet these men know that there is 
support at home for their presence 
there. Also, the letter writing was 
meant as an educational activity for 
the students since letter writing is an 
important part of a language arts 
class. 

This week the students received 
letters from Stan Wicker and Steven 
Talbot. 

Although educational, the activity 
was an emotional experience for the 
students when Mrs, Padgett shared 
their replies to the class, Besides the 
letters, they also sent Saudi Arabian 
currency and a copy of the "Flying 
Tiger" insignia which various mem- 
bers had autographed, 

In an effort to try to understand 
the living conditions of the regiment 
there, Mrs. Padgett has shared infor- 
mation about the country, Mrs, Pad- 
gett also secured some MRE (Meals 
Ready to Eat) and shared with the 
class. These are commonly referred 
to as Meals Rejected by Ethiopia. 
The students learned from Steven 
that when he arrived in August that 
they had three of these meals cach 
day. Now they get two a day with a 
hot "T" for dinner "A 'T-Rat’ is kind 
of like a big T.V. dinner," Steven 
said, "but not as good.” 

Steven and Stan both wrote 
about the weather. They said the 
temperature reached 140 degrees to 
150 degrees F during the day and 
dropped to 110 degrees F at night. 
By December they expect tempera- 
ture to drop to 40 degrees F. 

Stan wrote the country was 90% 
desert -. desolate to say the least. He 
said there were hundreds of square 


miles of nothing but camels and sand 
and that it was so bright they had to 
wear sunglasses to keep their eyes 
from getting burned, Stan also stated 
that the Bedouins have lived the 
same way for centuries, the only 
change is that they now have water 
trucks for their camels. They live in 
tents, and their whole life is built 
around their camel and goat herd. 

Stan said that it was common to 
see the children running outside their 
tents to wave at them when they 
would fly over. 

Mrs, Padgett's students were real- 
ly surprised to learn that the children 
didn't go to school. Instead of attend: 


ing a formal school, they learn from 
their families. 

The students also learned that the 
229th was the most northern de- 
ployed aviation unit in Saudi Arabia, 
stationed about 30 miles from Ku- 
wail. 

Mrs. Padgett's class has a yellow 
ribbon and an American flag dis- 
played at the entrance of their class- 
room (trailer). The display of the rib- 
bon and the flag is their way of 
saying that they are keeping all sol- 
diers in Saudia Arabia in_ their 
thoughts and hoping, they will soon 
be home.

ELBA TIGERS EXPLODE IN 47-18 WIN OVER ANDALUSIA 


The Elba Tigers needed a quarter to get their engines warmed up, but 
then took off at full-speed and left the Andalusia Bulldogs in the Starting 
blocks as they raced to a lopsided 47-18 win over their 5A challengers. The 
score was bad enough, but could have been much worse, and the dominance 
of the Tigers was a joy for all to see. Maybe the Tigers are finally ready to 
flex their muscles and make another run at a state title! 

The Elba offense had all kinds of problems in the first quarter against 
Andalusia as the Bulldogs crowded the line of scrimmage in an attempt to 
stop the running game and force the Tigers to pass. The plan worked to per- 
fection, until Marcus Tyson broke loose for a 48-yard gallop and John Ja- 
cobs tossed a 41-yard scoring pass to David Rowe, and then the plan simply 
went down the drain as Elba scored 40 points in less than 16-minutes of the 
second and third quarters to blow the game wide open. 

One of the high points of the game was the running of tailbacks Greg 
Thigpen and Marcus Tyson. Thigpen gained 125 yards in 11 carries and 
scored 2 touchdowns, while Tyson ran for 132 yards, one touchdown and 
set up another score with a long run down to the one-yardine. The duo gave 
the Tigers quite a 1-2 punch at the tailback position and combined for 258 
yards and three scores, not a bad night! 

Perhaps overlooked in the offensive explosion was the leadership dis- 
played by quarterback John Jacobs. Jacobs caught a lot of the blame from 
some folks for the Tigers’ early season woes, but in recent weeks has ma- 
tured into a top-notch high school quarterback and Friday night had another 
good night running, passing and running the offensive attack. Jacobs’ lead- 
ership qualities are beginning to show and the results are obvious. 

While Jacobs’ exploits weren't that easy to see, the same wasn't true for 
the exploits of David Rowe. Rowe caught a 41-yard touchdown pass early 
in the game on a pattern in which he just outran the Andalusia secondary 
and later brought the crowd to its feet with a 50-yard punt return and then 
back up again with an 84-yard return for a touchdown. Rowe averaged 43 
yards per retum on punts in the win and really provided a spark that ignited 
the Tigers. 


You may not have noticed, but the offensive line has come together in 
recent weeks and is playing like one unit instead of five individual linemen. 
The linemen hold hands in the huddle, declare their “Tiger Pride" vocally at 
times in the game and then fire off the ball to open holes for the backs. The 
line was supposed to be a strength coming into the season, and while it took 
a while, it looks like it has arrived. : ; 

The defense gave up 15 points a week ago and 18 more points Friday 
night, but those figures are deceiving, because the defense has played two 
of its best games of the season and surrendered points only after the out- 
comes have long been decided. Against Andalusia the defense totally shut- 
down the explosive Bulldog attack throughout three quarters and hit harder 
than it had all season. Linebackers Ronald McKinnon and Shane Blanton 
had their usual solid game, combining for 25 tackles, while Ronnie Joe Ed- 
wards and Bennie Wilkerson had big games in the line and Marvin Luckett 
had his best game of the year at defensive end. The defense bends, but 
doesn't beak very often, and is still the strength of the team. 

Looking back at the win, I'll have to admit that the Tigers surprised me 
with the ease with which they handled the 5A Bulldogs. I had watched 
films and felt like Andalusia was much better than their record indicated; 
however, the Tigers pushed'em all over the ficld and could have scored a 
bunch more, if had wanted to. Maybe Andalusia's 2-7 record is an indica- 
tion of how bad it really is, but I'd rather think the Bulldogs aren't really all 
that bad, it was just that Elba was that good. 

I guess only time will tell! 


WILKERSON IS PRIME EXAMPLE OF TIGER DEDICATION 


There has always been something special about football at Elba High 
School and the people who played for the" Black & Gold.” Many Tigers 
had exceptional high school careers and went on to be successes in athletics 
and business, while many, many others played their hearts out and after 
graduating simply went to work, raised a family and then kept their Tiger 
pride and dedication alive through their support of the team. It is that pride 
and dedication that keeps the Tigers on top and always will! 

One such story of pride and dedication that has taken place this season 
has gone virtually unnoticed. Defensive noseguard Bennie Wilkerson isn't 
as big as any of the players he lines up against, but every Friday night 
"Poo" plays his heart out and almost always is one of the team's leading 
tacklers. Wilkerson injured knee ligaments early in the season, but decided 
to put off any possible operation until after the season, and missed only one 
game while he was waiting for a brace. After getting the brace, Wilkerson 
cracked the kneecap on the same leg and many thought the season had 
come to an end for the gutty, little Tiger. Not so, Wilkerson had the knee 
drained of fluid and began running up and down the bleachers in the stadi- 
um to strengthen the leg and knee and shorten his Stay on the sidelines. Af- 
ler missing two games, Wilkerson was back and in the past two games he 
has made a dozen tackles and two sacks. 

Being injured is just part of the game for any football player at any level, 
but for Bennie Wilkerson, being injured was simply a challenge to over- 
come in his quest to be his best and to be an Elba Tiger. As long as there 
are youngsters like Bennie Wilkerson in Elba you can bet pride and dedica- 
tion will be a major part of the Elba Tigers! 


Elba Tigers to travel to Slocomb Friday night for 
Area 2 championship battle with 7-2 Red Tops 


The Elba Tigers will be looking 
to add yet another Area champion- 
ship to their long list of football ac- 
complishments Friday night when 
they ‘travel to Slocomb to battle the 
highly-touted Slocomb Red Tops. 

The Tigers will carry a 7-2 
record, including a 3-0 Area slate, 
into the matchup, while Slocomb 
will enter the contest with a 7-2 
record, 2-1 in Area competition, 

An Elba win would give the Ti- 
gers the Area championship and 
hand Luyeme the runnerup spot, 
while a Slocomb win would give the 
Area title to the Red Tops and leave 
Elba as the runnerup. 

Slocomb, a 4A playoff participant 
in '89, has claimed wins over Abbe- 
ville 9-0, Geneva County 19-6, Ge- 
neva 47-26, Dale County 34-22, 
Headland 43-7, Louisville 27-6 and 
Rehobeth 32-6, while losing only to 
Daleville 14-7 and Luverne 32-17, 

The Red Tops have one of the top 
offensive teams in the state, averag- 
ing over 26 points per game, and 
boast several of south Alabama's top 
offensive performers. 

William Huff leads the Red Top 
ground game with 836-yards and 9 
touchdowns, while the real fireworks 
come in the air, where quarterback 
Cory Weed has hit on 70 of 129 
passes for 936 yards and 12 touch- 
downs. When Weed goes to the air 
he has a trio of sure-handed receiv- 
ers to look for, with the favorite be- 
ing speedy J.J. Price, who has pulled 
in 29 passes for 419 yards and 6 
touchdowns. 


"Slocomb has been aiming for 
this game since the season started 
and you can bet they will be fired up 
and ready when we get to town Fri- 
day night," stated Elba's Coach 
Mack Wood. "The Area champion- 
ship and the homefield advantage in 
the playoffs will be on the line, but 
for Slocomb a loss will climinate 
them from the playoffs and send Lu- 
verne, So, you can see that Slocomb 
has a lot to be playing for and they'll 
be ready and will pull out all stops to 
try and get the win." 

"On offense," stated Wood, "they 
have a balanced attack and are equal- 
ly successful running and passing. 
They like to put the ball in the air 
10-15 times a game and have a real 
good quarterback and three good re- 
ceivers. They also have two solid 
backs that can hurt you running, and 
cause defenses trouble with the bal- 
ance in their attack. Over on defense 
they will gamble at any time and 
will really get after the football. 
They don't believe in sitting back on 
defense and seeing what will hap- 
pen, They will blitz, stunt and do 
whatever they can to stop their oppo- 
nents offense. The defense is a gam- 
bling type defense that goes full- 
speed throughout the game and 
meets at the football."

How To Care For Aluminum Cookware 
Angela G. Hughes - County Agent 


Care Of Aluminum 
Cookware 

Aluminum cookware is prized for 
its lightweight durability and heat 
conducting qualities. Regular care 
calls for washing in a solution of liq- 
uid dishwashing detergent and wa- 
ter. Stains can generally be removed 
with a steel wool soap pad. 

Severe stains and discolorations 
can be removed by boiling a solution 
of two or three tablespoons of cream 


of tartar, lemon juice or vinegar for 
each quart of water in the utensil for 
about five to ten minutes. Then light- 
ly scour with a steel wool soap pad. 
The cooking of acid foods such as 
tomatoes or cabbage will remove 
Stains naturally, yet not affect the 
food. 

Since undissolved salt can cause 
pitting in aluminum surfaces, always 
add salt to liquid after it is boiling 
and stir so the salt dissolves com- 
pletely. Salty and acid foods should 
not stain in aluminum utensils for 
long periods of time. 

Use of cooking utensils of wood, 
plastic or smooth-edged metals to 
prevent scratching of the aluminum. 
The cookware may be washed in the 
dishwasher although aluminum 
darkens when exposed to certain 
minerals an alkalies found in some 
foods and water. Avoid placing 
cookware directly in-front of the de- 
tergent dispenser so that it does not 
come in contact with undissolved de- 
tergent.

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Electric Heaters In 
Bathrooms 

Recent chilly nights may have 
caused many of us to tum on the 
heat in our homes. 

Portable electric heaters should 
not be used in bathrooms or near 
other sources of water in the home, 
The availability of small, lightweight 
portable electric space heaters may 
make it easier to heat rooms such as 
the bathroom. If electric heaters are 
used near water in the bathroom, the 
appliance poses an electrocution haz- 
ard for all family members. 

Most heaters do not have protec- 
tion against electrocution should the 
appliance come in contact with wa- 
ter. For this reason, electric heaters 
should not be used in bathrooms. 
Ground fault circuit interrupters 
(GFCIs) can be installed in any wall 
outlet to protect against electrocution 
hazards and are particularly desira- 
ble for outdoor outlets and in bath- 
rooms, kitchens, basements and gar- 
ages. 

A GFCI constantly monitors elec- 
tricity flowing through a circuit. If 
an electric appliance accidentally 
topples into a sink or tub, the GFCI 
will shut down the power in millisec- 
onds to protect the consumer against 
electrocution. Portable GFCI shock 
protectors can be plugged into out-

Some Peanuts

Throw 'Em Some Peanuts 

If you'd like to give the local 
birds (and squirrels) a bit of variety 
in their diet, go to the local super 
market and buy a bag of peanuts. 
The basic roasted in the shell peanut 
will do. Peanuts are a treat for many 
wildlife species. Offer them an you'll 
be treated to attention getting perfor- 
mances as your birds and squirrels 
find and start enjoying this new 
treat. 

Left in the shell, chipmunks, 
squirrels, jays, and many woodpeck- 
ers will take all you can offer. Pic- 
ture a little chipmunk trying to stuff 
a three nut unshelled goober into his 
cheek pouch. Jays hide the peanuts 
in strange places. Next spring, you 
can go on a treasure hunt, the course 
charted by the birds. 

Hang a batch of unshelled pea- 
nuts in an onion bag, suspended well 
out of the reach of squirrels and 
you'll create a neat feeder for small 
woodpeckers and titmice. How a 
downy woodpecker knows that it 
should land on plastcic netting and, 
with nearly surgical precision, re- 
move a peanut kernel from the shell, 
I'll never know. I never lose interest 
in watching the process. 

For weaker billed birds, shelled 
peanuts are the bills of fare. 

Pieces of peanut kernels are the 
favorite of bluejays, tufted titmice 
and white-throated sparrows. The 
heats, however, the peanut product 
most commonly found for sale in 
bird feeding speciality stores, are 
highly attractive to starlings, and 
species many find unwelcomed to 
the feeder. 

Chopped peanut kernels are terrif- 
ic sources of protein and fats for 
some birds that infrequently visit 
feeders. Thrashers, thrushers, creep- 
ers, wren, some warblers and some 
of the smaller sparrows will search 
for small bits of peanuts at your 
feeders or on the ground. 

Septic Tank and Water 
Quality 

A large percentage of the homes 
in Coffee County rely on a septic 
tank system to dispose of household 
waste water. These septic tank sys- 
tems have to meet certain health reg- 
ulations when they are installed. If 
they are properly maintained, they 
are environmentally safe according 
to the water quality experts. A septic 
tank thal is not operating properly 
can be a source of ground water pol- 
lution, 

A few common sense precautions 
should keep your septic system 


working well over a long period of 
time. It's important to know the loca- 
tions of all the parts of your system 
and to keep heavy vehicles away 
from them. Also, avoid planting 
trees or shrubs near drain tiles - their 
roots can clog drain lines. 

Be careful of what you dispose of 
in the toilet or in your drains, House- 
hold chemicals can destroy the bac- 
teria in your septic tank, and garbage 
disposals can add unnecessary solids 
and grease to your system. 

Conserve water whenever possi- 
ble and try to distribute your laundry 
and other chores that require water 
use throughout the week to avoid 
overloading your system on any par- 
ticular day. 

Monitor your septic tank annually 
and have a reputable contractor 
pump it out every three to five years. 
Ground Cover 

Ground covers are the answer to 
many problems in home landscapes. 
It may be a shade area, it may be a 
dry, sunny bank or some other rea- 
son grass won't grow. 

Most plants that are categorized 
in this area are low-maintenance 
plants. The name implies what these 
plants do. Usually, these plants jus! 
need a lot of care to get them estab. 
lished. Once established there is very 
little maintenance. Planting grounc 
covers required soil preparation, < 
lot of plants, and some patience. Fre- 
quents watering is a must to estab- 
lish these plants. It is even a good 
idea to put in some type of herbicide 
since removal of weeds is sometimes 
difficult after the ground cover be- 
gins growing. 

Ground covers plants are an cx- 
cellent choice when you are having 
problems trying to grow grass.

Gain Control Of Your Money

We hear the term "money Man- 
agement" more and more these days. 
But what does it really mean and 
how can it relate to you and me? 
Well, for one thing if we don't man- 
age our money, chances are it will 
manage us! 

The first step to gaining control 
of our money is simply (or not so 
simply) to keep up with where it is 
going. How much is the rent or 
house payment? Car payment and 
other credit payments? How much is 
being spent for groceries? Eating 
out? Utilities? I could go on and on. 
It is different for each of us. When 
keeping track of where money is go- 
ing, it is best not to guess at 
amounts, but actually write these 
amounts down as the money is spent 
and keep the receipts. Keep track of 
small expenses as well as larger 
ones; it's amazing how small expens- 
es can add up to be quite large. 

After keeping up with this for 
some time - preferably at least a 
month - review where your money is 
going. You may be surprised that 
you are spending so much in certain 
areas. These are called "leaks in 
spending,” and may be areas that 
could be cut back. 

Think about what you want your 
money to do for you and what things 
are important to you and your fami- 
ly. You are then ready to make a 
spending plan or budget for yourself 
and/or family. Take your income 
into consideration. The amounts al- 
lowed for spending and saving 
should not exceed the income. Eve- 
ryone's budget will be different; but 
all budgets should allow for personal 
needs, some wants, and savings. 
Savings is often the element that gets 
left out. 

Simply making a budget is not 
enough. Although it takes dedication 
to stick to a budget, the rewards are 
great. Remember - you Can use your 
money to help you have good health, 
a comfortable home, funds for emer- 
gencies, recreation and education; 


but you must know what you want, § 


make a spending plan, follow your 
plan, and change the plan when nec- 


essary. 


We are all guilty of making hasty 
purchases or buying things we don' 
really need from time to time. When 
this becomes the rule rather than the 
exception, it may be time to take a 
closer look at our spending habits. 


Compulsive spending creates severe 
financial problems and may indicate 
other unmet personal needs and con- 
cerns.
